Wasnixcron, D. O., July 21.—- The Senate 
Sugar Investigating Committee resumed its 
Work to-day ip the old-time manner. Only 
Senators Gray, Lindsay and Davis of the 
committee were present, but they had sev- 
oral witnesses before them and announced a 
Getermination to proceed with the work so 
Jong as there was any possibility of securing 
witnesses who would furnish any testimony. 

The most important witness of the day was 
Henry Rood, the New York reporter who 
wrote the articles published upon which the 
present branch of the inquiry iis 
based. Mr. Rood was examined at length 
as to the sources of his information, and 
special effort was made by the members 
to get the best information at Mr. Rood’s 
command as to his statements that United 
States Senators had been speculating in 
Sugar stocks since the tariff bill was taken 
up in the Senate, despite their denials. It is 
understood that Mr. Rood responded to this 
request as fully as he was able to do, and 
professed a willingness to aid the committee 
to the extent of his ability. 

It was impossible to secure the details of 
the testimony. When Senator Gray was 
asked for a statement as to the preceedings 
he replied that he could say nothing and 
that it was the intention of the com- 
mittee not to give any information as to 
the testimony until the present branch 
of the inquiry was comploted. The

The Silva Case Nearing an End at 
Boonville. 


Louis J, Silva and His Wife Both Take 
the Stand. 


THE LONG PROMIGED SENSATION, HOW- 
BVER, FAILS TO MATERIALIZE. 


The Defense Tried te Shew That the 


Profits ef the Bainwater- Bradford Ce. 
Weuld Not Permit of Silva Stealing 
Any Such Sums as Charged—Reliance 
of the Defense. 


BoOoORVILLE, Mo., July 21.—The famous case 
of the State of Missouri vs. Louis J. Silva is 
fast nearinga close. At 10:45 this morning 
the evidence was concluded and the court ad- 
journed till 1 o’clock p. m. iu order that 
the lawyers might inthe meantime prepare 
thelr instructions. The State rested its 
case yesterday and this forenoon was de- 
voted to hearing evidence in ®tehalf of the 
defendant. John Greenough, on account of 
whose absence the case was continued from 
Monday until Thursday, was in Oourt this 
morning and testified for the de- 
fense. There was nothing material 
in his testimony. The defense offered 
to show that at the time of the organization 
of the Rainwater-Bradford Hat Oo. there 
were oatstanding accounts to the amount of 
$80,000, which accounts were absolutely

worthless and were considered as part of the 
capital stock, and they further offered 
to show that the expenses of 
the company were so great when compared 
withthe profits, that it was impossible for 
the defendant to have embegsiled the amount 
alleged in the indictment; all of which evi- 
dence was excluded by the court as incom- 
petent. 
SILVA AND HIS WIFE. 

Louis J. Silva and wife were introduced as 
witnesses to-day, but they testified to noth- 
ing interesting. The defense attempted to 
prove by Mrs. Silva that she had prospered 
in the architectural business with Mr. Smith, 
bondsman of Mr. Silva, but the court ruled 
the point inconsistent. A ripple of laughter 
went around the room when Mr, Johnson 
asked Mrs. Silva if they (she and her hus- 
band) bad any money now, and the court 
sustained an objection of the State, but Mrs. 
Silva, who had pot been permitted to answer 
several questions, to this one answered in 
spite of the ruling of the court, No, sir, 
none at all. 

WHAT THE DEFSBNGE RELIES ON. 

It seems the defense are relying on the 
fact that the indictment charges that the de- 
fendant embezzied funds a- the secretary of 
the corporation when as it appears from the 
by-laws read in evidence that the secretary 
has no authority and is not custodian of the 
funds, and that if he embezzle4 them at all 
he is guilty of the offense of larceny and not 
ofembezzlement. The case will be given to 
the jury this afternoon,

Moore, the 
yard clerk for whom the above certificate— 
or clearance as it is called in railroad circles 
—was issued, came to dis office, together 
with a dozen or more. switchmen, to get 
their clearances. 

Moore wentto the stenographer and dic- 
tated to bim the above statement and the 
latter wrote it out on the typewriter and 
took it in to the superintendent together 
with the clearances of the other men, all of 
whom wereswitchmen, Mr. Jones says he 
glanced over a half dozen of them and see. 
ing they were allalike put his signature to 
them, to Moore’s with the rest. 

It I Dad ever read Moore’s statement, 
he said in explanation this morning of how 
he came to sign it, **I should never in the 
world have put my name toit. I blame my 
stenographer for not calling my attention to 
it, for I have never received any orders from 
my superiors, nor would I personally dis- 
criminate against any man for belonging to 
any organization. 

TRIED TO TRAP KENDALL. 

lt was elearly a put-up job. An effort 
was madetoentrap Yardmaster Kendall of 
the Irom Mountain inthe same way, but he 
read the clearance and refused to sign it. A 
man by the name of F. C. Talber tried it on

The irritation produced by Cleveland’s 
letter and Hill’s speech among Democratic 
Senators who, while posing as honest tar- 
iff reformers, have weakly yielded to 
protection and trust jobbery, is easily 
explained.

The Modern Miller of this Gate says: Dur- 
ing mostof the week neu wheat has been 
offered freely, but toward the end the mar- 
ket got into such a conditioa that country 
shippers began to predict lighter receipts at 
wheat markets next week.

run, St. Louls has had heavy 
deliveries and so has Baltimore, the receipts 
being greater than at this time a year ago. 
Country mills are getting all the grain they 
need, but do not report a rush of marketing.

ALLIGATOR MEAT. 


The Consumptien of Ite Flesh by the 
Casteless Indians. 

There is reason to believe that the flesh of 
a young bolled aligator is barely distinguish- 
able from veal, says Longman’s Magazine. It 
is probably cleaner and more tender than 
much of the meat of the animals that are 
usually consumed as food on the Continent 
or in the east end of London. I have never 
desired to taste the flesh of alligators,cooked 
or uncooked. But in India I have seen the 


Sontals and other casteless natives greedily 
devour the flesh of an alligator without wait- 
ingtocook it. The flesh was very pale in 
color, and probably was much superior to 
the flesh of snakes and rats and such like 
vermin which form the ordinary food cf the 
„ Sontal when hunting in his native 
woods. It does not fall to his lot very often 
to be able tocircumventand slay and eat a 
large alligator. He more frequently comes 
upon small alligators ana they go to swell 
the contents of his cooking-pots. If, how.- 
ever, he is so lucky as meeta sahlb who has 
shot a large alligator, say about 6 feet long, 
he eagerly falls upon the unwonted delicacy 
without waiting to cook it—very much as we 
read in books of African adventure that the 
natives devour the carcases of the large 
game animals that the English sportsmen do 
not want for their own followers. 


CARRYING GOLD AT 814A. 


Because of Ite Location the Specie Lecker 
is Hard to Get At.

The specie locker on an ocean steamer isa 
carefully constructed vault, and is located in 
the stern immediately over thescrew. It 
has the shape ofa half oval, following the 
contour of the side of the vessel, and is gen- 
erally about six feet in its extreme from top 
to bottom. Some vaults are fifteen or twenty 
feet in length, fore and aft. The interior is 
reached by a door or hatchway from the 
sim ply large enough to give con- 

his door is of steel, 
and has a com bination lock. which is 
known only to the urser. Over this 
hatch is also fastened three bars of steel 2% 
inches thick, which swing at one end on 
hinges, and are locked and also bolted at the 
other. The locker, it will be seen, is in the 
most suitable location in the ship,away from 
the crew, and cannot be tampered with, as 
on three sides of itis the sea. The purser 
receives the gold, carefully examines the 
seals, then checks off the weights and as- 
sames the responsibility for it. Gold is 
shipped in bags holding $5,000 or in Kegs of 
$50,000. When in bars the size varies. Silver 
weighs 125 pounds to the ingot.
